There were two men 
on hand, standing by 
the fire and supervising 
the bum, when the wind 
spirted blowing from the 


north. 

“All of a sudden we 
turned around and the 
shed was on fire,” said 
Derksen. 

“We’d been waiting 
for a nice calm day, and 
they’d cleared around 
where they were going to 
do the bum and the wind 
all of a sudden came up. 
That wind came out of 
nowhere. That’s why

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DHS students perform with Global Drums group

About 100 members of the Didsbury 
High School band program performed 
with the Global Drums group on May 
1 at DHS. 

Global Drums is a group of per¬ 
cussion students at the University of 
Lethbridge’s music program. Global 
Drums last played in Didsbury in the 
autumn of 2012. There are about 40 
people in the group and when they 
travel, about 15 members play. The 
group has travelled all over the world 
and has learned traditional Polynesian 
drumming, Japanese taiko drumming, 
steel percussion from Trinidad and 
Tobago, African drumming, Brazilian 
samba and classical ensemble, all of 
which is performed by the group. 

Madison Nussbaum, a Grade 12 
trumpet player, said prior to the per¬ 
formance DHS students had been 
working on pieces from two weeks to 
two months. The students opened for 
the Global Drums and then were joined 
by members of the group later in the 
performance for a large group session. 

Nussbaum said practice had been 
going well but there were a few spots 
that students were having to iron out, 
“but hopefully tonight everything will 
go well," she said prior to the perfor¬ 
mance. 

Nussbaum said she found some of 
the music she and the other DHS stu¬ 
dents worked on “intense” and more 
difficult while other pieces were easier 
to master. She was looking forward 
to sharing the stage with more experi¬ 
enced musicians. 

“I think it’s kind of exciting just to 


hear how it will all turn out," she said. 

Nathan Geist, also a Grade 12 trum¬ 
pet player, said he, too, was looking 
forward to the opportunity. 

“I think it’s going to be a good experi¬ 
ence just to play with somebody who 
we haven’t played with before. It will 
be playing with a group that’s above 
... the level that we usually play at," he 
said, adding that for hint, the number 
of people shilling the floor all at once 
would be the highlight of the perfor¬ 
mance. “It’s going to be a tremendous 
sound.” 

Devin Hatcher, also a Grade 12 trum¬ 
pet player, said he was most looking 
forward to the added polish of the 
university students and the variety of 
the sound they would bring to a per¬ 
formance.

Kelly Spoering, who has finished her 
fifth of a six-year music education 
degree and has been part of Global 
Drums since her first year, said she 
finds the group much more fun and 
involved than if she were studying 
other forms of music because there 
is a lot more variety involved.

If the great southern Alberta floods of June 2013 
showed anything it is that natural disasters can strike 
without warning and when they do, nobody is com¬ 
pletely safe from the carnage that can result. 

Flooding in particular can have far-reaching and 
- long-term impacts on com¬ 
munities and families, upset- 
\ ting regular routines without 

notice. 

^ And while Mountain View 

and Red Deer 


counties 

received far less damage than 
communities further south in 
2013, there was damage and 
disruption here, proving that 
disasters can and do happen 
any time and anywhere. 

In an effort to prepare 
Albertans for possible flood¬ 
ing this spring, the theme 
of the 2014 Emergency 
Preparedness Week (May 4 - 11) is “Who Depends 
On You In 72.” 

The 72 refers to the need for families in all parts 
of the province to have 72-hour emergency kits pre¬ 
pared and ready for immediate use should natural 
disasters strike. And that is because while emergen¬ 
cies are typically of the minor variety, they can some¬ 
times quickly become life-threatening. 

“Preparedness is a shared responsibility," Alberta 
Emergency Management Agency (AEMA) officials 
say. “We know that in some cases when a disaster 
occurs, it can take up to three days for emergency 
responders to reach you while they deal with the 
response and the most critically injured. 

“Make sure you take the time now to prepare your¬ 
self with the items necessary to survive for a 72-hour 
period.” 

AEMA officials say 72-hour emergency ldts should 
include at least two litres of water per person per 
day, food that won’t spoil, a manual can opener, 
crank or battery-operated flashlight and radio, extra 
batteries, first aid kit, extra keys for cars and homes, 
cash in small bills, candles and matches, toiletries, 
garbage bags and changes of clothes. 

Municipalities in the region have been working 
closely together over the past months to prepare and 
plan for possible future flooding - and as a result, 
should flooding occur this spring, the district should 
be well prepared to help meet the needs of commu¬ 
nities. 

This renewed multi-jurisdictional cooperation is 
good news for residents across West Central Alberta. 

At the same time, individual residents can play 
their part by making sure family members are ready 
for possible emergencies. And that should involve 
taking a bit of time to prepare 72-hour emergency 
kits. 

“It is vital to the community that you and your fam¬ 
ily are prepared to be on your own for the first 72 
hours," the AEMA says. 

That is advice that everyone in the region is 
encouraged to take to heart .

considerations. 

Similarly, the complex “state- 
of-the-art” medical and surgical 
treatment I received in 2012 and 
2014 was unconstrained by cost 
considerations. There is so much 
for which to be grateful in the 
legacy of Tommy Douglas. 

Public support, however, is not 
unconditional. Medicare needs to 
respond to evolving needs, should 
have much greater uptake on best 
practices, needs to focus on a 
host of proven upstream practic¬ 
es thereby promoting health and 
preventing disease. Indeed, the 
future of medicare depends on an 
ability to change. 

To preserve medicare is the 
responsibility of all. This includes 
ensuring our own health literacy and 
physical fitness. We must be clear 
about the implications of those who 
seek to commodify health care; it is 
a matter of social justice that care 
should always be based on need and 
not ability to pay. 

I am a very grateful Canadian 
and can only hope that collectively 
we have the wisdom to ensure the 
future of a program which above 
all supports Canadian values.

and taken up by Tommy Douglas 
set the stage for the passage of the 
Medical Care Act by the Canadian 
Parliament in 1966. 

My own life intertwined with 
this history from the 1950s to the 
present in many ways. The first 
exposure was to life without medi¬ 
care when my father suffered a 
stroke, leaving him at age 54 with 
a permanent severe neurological 
deficit. Occurring at the peak of 
his career, he was never able to 
return to more than a small frac¬ 
tion of his original activity, eventu¬ 
ally succumbing to complications 
of the stroke. 1 well remember my 
mother struggling with our much 
reduced economic status to find 
the money to pay the health-care 
bills. Had he been taken ill a few 
years later she would have been 
relieved of that burden. 

I remember, too, being a medi¬ 
cal student of the wards of the 
old Toronto General Hospital and 
the many differences between 
“private” and “public” status. To 
emphasize that reality there was 
a Private Patients Pavilion - a 
whole wing of beds for t he exclu¬ 
sive use of those who were “pay¬ 
ing customers.” 

The impact of medicare was 
dramatic. 

In my subsequent practice as an 
orthopedic surgeon spanning over 
40 years, I can state that there has 
never been an instance in which 
a course of treatment or surgery 
agreed to by my patient and me 
that was ever thwarted by cost 


In the past 18 months I have 
required two nuyor, but unrelated 
surgeries, experiencing first hand 
Ontario’s version of medicare. 
The two interventions necessi¬ 
tated downtime and an enforced 
idleness for reflection on life and 
what it means to be Canadian. 1 
feel blessed. 

It is not just the absence of 
any indebtedness related to care, 
though that certainly helps, but 
the core elements of what medi¬ 
care represents: efficiency, equity 
and effectiveness or doing it well, 
availing the care to all and deliv¬ 
ering improved health - social 
justice in a time when it is an 
endangered species. 

This is no small feat and should 
never be taken for granted. 

What is the history of single¬ 
payer health insurance and why 
is medicare Canada’s most trea¬ 
sured social program? The first 
mandatory health insurance 
was introduced in Germany 
(1883). Thereafter, many western 
European countries followed suit. 
In Canada, Saskatchewan’s rural 
municipality of Sarnia created an 
early form of medicare (1915) fol¬ 
lowed a year later by a municipal 
hospital act. In 1947 The Hospital 
Insurance Act (1947) came into 
being, again in Saskatchewan, 
which all provinces followed 
by 1961. In 1962 Saskatchewan 
introduced universal medicare. In

strong,” she said. 

Johnson said since the opposition played their 
strongest players, she was happy that the Wildcats 
were able to hold their own and keep the games so 
close. 

“We always play everyone equally and we were a 
U-14 team and the tournament was actually U-15, so 
we were playing against older kids," she said, adding 
the team also doesn’t normally start off the season 
with such challenging competition. 

Kaelyn Epp scored two of the Wildcats’ goals 


during the tournament while Julie Christianson, 
Seth Peterson, George Holdstock and Owen Wilberg 
added single tallies. Goalkeeper Seth Graham also 
had a great tournament. 

Johnson said an added bonus to the tournament 
was that the host Calgary Hawks team is mostly 
made up of players of Indi.an heritage, so it was a 
bit of a cultural experience as well, with traditional 
south Asian cuisine available for the players to 
sample. 

As of press time, Johnson said the next games 
for the Wildcats would be a tournament hosted by 
Westglen on May 24, but she said she was trying to 
arrange games prior to that date.

Man 

bear-sprayed 

A 42-year-old woman 
has been charged with 
four counts related to 
assault and possession 
of a prohibited weapon 
after bear-spraying her 
boyfriend, say police. 

RCMP responded 
to a domestic distur¬ 
bance at about 5 a m. 
on Sunday, April 27, 
after the couple got 
into an argument. 

Cpl. Warren Wright 
noted that though bear 
spray is legal to buy at 
sporting good stores, 


it becomes a prohibit¬ 
ed weapon when used 
against humans. 

“Because it’s meant 
to be used in defence 
against bears, dogs, 
and other animals. It's 
not meant to be used 
against a human," said 
Wright, noting that the 
concentration of bear 
spray is much higher 
when compared to 
pepper spray. 

The woman was 
charged with four 
crimes, including 
assault with a weapon 
and possession of a 
prohibited weapon. 


Wright added 

although police do 
not generally release 
domestic incident 
information to the pub¬ 
lic, he shared this one 
because of the unusual 
nature of it.

in the thousands, he 
added. 

He noted if anybody 
sees suspicious activ¬ 
ity around wellsites or 
other rural properties, 
they should call police 
who can come out to 
the area to check up 
on things. 

Almost 

scammed 

A Didsbury resident 
almost gave his credit 
card information on 
Tuesday, April 29, fol¬ 
lowing an intricate 
scam attempt, said 
Wright. 

He said the resident 
got an email on his 
iPhone, addressed 
from Apple iTune, 
advising that some¬ 
body had used his 
Apple ID to download 
a $9.35 application. 

The email stated 
that if the resident had 
indeed ordered the 
application, then disre¬ 
gard the message. But 
if he had not ordered 
it, he was asked to fill 
out a form, he said. 

“Bottom line is it 
looked 100 per cent 
legitimate, but there 
were a couple red flags 
or tells,” said Wright, 
noting the email came 
from “Apple iTune" and 
not “Apple iTunes.” 

The fact they wanted 
credit card informa¬ 
tion was another tell, 
he noted. 

In the email, there 
was a link to the form, 
which led to a sus¬ 
picious URL address, 
and the form asked for 
his Apple ID. 

Then the form led to 
a second form, asking 
for his name, address, 
credit card number 
and some other infor¬ 
mation that the resi¬ 
dent had not previous¬ 
ly provided to Apple. 

The man then real¬ 
ized that it was a 
scam, and Wright said 
“it was a cleverly dis¬ 
guised spam email. 
They’re getting more 
clever." 

He said if it weren’t 
for the man’s obser¬ 
vational skills, he may 
have indeed fallen for 
the scam. 

Note that a company 
that already has a per¬ 
son’s account informa¬ 
tion will never ask for 
a username and pass¬ 
word as they already 
have it on file, he said. 

There are such things 
as security questions, 
but a page or company 
administrator already 
has all the information 
they need, and will 
likely only ever ask 
security questions that 
were agreed upon dur¬ 
ing the original cre¬ 
ation of the account. 

Wright said if resi¬ 
dents think they 
might be looking 
at a potential scam, 
they can either visit 
the Canadian Anti- 
Fraud Centre, or con¬ 
tact their local police 
detachment.

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Town council gave 
notice of intent at its meet¬ 
ing on April 22 to designate 
the Royal Bank building 
on 20 Street as a Municipal 
Historic Resource. 

The owner of the 1914 
building now has 60 days 
to appeal the notice before 
council starts the process 
of declaring the build¬ 
ing a Municipal Historic 
Resource. If no objection 
is received, council will 
begin the process, poten¬ 
tially in July, according to 
Karen Henry, the town’s 
manager of planning and 
development 

The building holds sig¬ 
nificance as one of the 
early anchors of down¬ 
town Didsbury. The origi¬ 
nal building that stood on 
the site was destroyed by 
a fire in 1914. It’s believed 
that the fire started in the 
building that stood on the 
site where the present 
building stands. 

As a result of the fire, 
the new building was built 
with brick to comply with 
the building code of the 
time. In addition to hous¬ 
ing the Royal Bank, the 
building also housed the 
library from 1974 to 1987.
